Keir Hardie, British Socialist lea.!- 
Pr, arrived in St. Louis yesterday 
afternoon to speak at a this 
afternoon at New Club Hall, Thir- 
teenth street and Chouteau avenue. 
He will hold a reception in the Mary- 
Jeand Hotel parlors this morning. 

Hardie, who is 56 old, 
chairman of the Labor Party in the 
Hiouse of Commons. He is small of 
gtature, plain in manner and thor- 
oughly Scotch in appearance 
gwpeech. He wears a red campaig: 
button bearing ‘the picture of Debs 
and Seidel, but says his errand in 
this country is not so much to speak 
for those candidates as to speak for 
Bocialism. He avoids discussing th» 
fesues of the campaign as between 
the other parties.

Hardie was driven through the

the municipally-owned dwellings of En- 
gliah cities. Some of the latter, he said, 
with 6-rooms and bath, rent for 2% shil- 
Rings ($6) a month. 

“America Behind Britain.” 

In social reform, Hardie declares, the 
United States is a dozen years behind 
Britain—he calls his country Britain, not 
Bngland. 

“In Britain a dozen years ago,’ he 
eaid, “Socialism was a word to frighten 
people with, and measures which were 
in the interest of the people were ob- 
jected to on the ground that they were 
Bocialistic. Now that they have seen 
gome of these things in operation they 
gay, ‘Socialism isn’t such a bad thing; 
. Jet's have some more of it.’ 

“This country now is about where 
Britain was in_ 1900. Trades unionism 
and Socialism have not become identi- 
fied here to the extent that they are 
there. They are rapidly coming togeth- 
er here, as the labor union men are real- 
izing that Socialism is fighting their 
battles for them.”

Lithle Falls Steamer’ Finally 
Man to Pull Off-—Life 
Preservers on Passengers. 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y.. Sept. 21.— 
The Maid of the Mist, the ilttle steamer 
that for years has carried tourists close 
to the tumbling waters of Niagara Falls, 
ran on the rocks today a short distance 
below the cataract. 

The situation was so grave that life- 
boats were made ready for launching 
and the 20 passengers were equipped 
with life preservers. By skillful maneu- 
vering, however, Capt. Carter released 
the steamer by its own power and 
brought the passengers to the boat's 
landing. 

Today's mishap is the nearest ap- 
proach to an accident that has occurred 
in the 4 years the trip has been made 
by the present Maid of the Mist and her 
predecessors. It has uot been deter- 
mined whether the boat was damaged.

DIES IN AMBULANCE 





Had Declared He Was Innocent 
of Theft Charged Against 
Him. 





When Henry Mueller of 1427 Chou- 
teau avenue was arrested on a charge 
of theft a week ago, he said to John 
Kelly, his bondsman: “I am innocent. 
f I am ever arrested again I will 
kill myself.” Last night Deputy 
Sheriff Charles Moore went to Muel- 
ler’s home and told him he was un- 
der arrest for failing to appear in 
court on his bond. Mueller asked per- 
mission to go upstairs after a pitcher 
of water. 

Moore refused, and told him to send 
Mrs. Mueller. She had not left the 
room when her husband snatched a 
vial of carbolic acid from his pocket 
and drank the poison. He died in an 
ambula » on the way to the city 
hospite 

That e had prepared to put into 
effect his prediction of killing him- 
self was shown by a note found in 
his pocket. It was addressed to his 
father, Emil Mueller, of 4427 Tennes- 
See avenue, and read: “Please notify 
my people.” 

Mueller, who was 25 years old, was 
employed ag a waiter on Sept. 10 at 
a restaurant at Highteenth street and 
Lucas avenue. Samuel G. McKee of 
1360 Union boulevard discovered that 
while he was eating, a watch and 
chain were stolen from his coat, which 
had hung on the wall 

As Mueller had served him, the 
waiter was searched, but the missing 
articles were not in his possession. 
They were found in a lavatory. Muel- 
ler denied he had put them there, but 
was arrested and charged in a war- 
rant with the theft. Kelly, who lives 
at 1800 Lucas avenue, furnished $200 
bond for him. 

When the case was called Thurs- 
day in Judge Miller’s division of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, Mueller 
was not present.

Ward Worthington, 23, was overcome 
by nitric acid fumes Friday night. He 
lapsed into unconsciousness upon reach- 
ing the Frankfort Hospital. 

As a last resort Dr. Joseph Thomp- 
son suggested that a pulmoter be sent 
for. By the time a taxicab had returned 
with the machine life apparently had 
left the body of Worthington. An ar- 
tery in his arm was cut. Into the inci- 
sion 15 ounces of salt water were inject- 
ed to produce the effect required to 
make the pulmoter effec ive. 

Oxygen was forced into his lungs and 
withdrawn as in natural] breathing. For 
four hours Worthington’s condition re- 
mained unchanged. At 3 a. m. Wor- 
thington’s body started to regain its 
natural color and at 4 o’clock he recov- 
ered consciousness. Shortly after 5 
o'clock he ate and talked.

In a letter to John C. McKinley, Re- 
publican nominee for Governor, Charles 
Hertenstein, president of St. Louis 
Typographical Union No. 8, yesterday 
presented arguments against the con- 
vict-made school book plank of the Re- 
publican State platform. 

Hertenstein stated that he wished to 
make a report tie typographical 
union at its next meeting on this mat- 
ter, and that while he did not doubt 
the authenticity of McKinley’s published 
interviews on the matter, he would like 
a direct statement to the union from 
McKinley. 

The plank proposes that the Legisla- 
ture shall appoint a commission to in- 
vestigate the practicability of having 
schoo! books printed in the penitentiary, 
for free distribution among the school 
children of the State. McKinley, in an 
interview published in the Post-Dis- 
patch Friday, took the responsibility for 
the plank. 

Hertenstein’s letter states that he does 
not pose as a labor leader, but that the 
Missouri State Federation of Labor, at 
its convention last week, ’’unanimously 
went on record as opposing this obnoxi- 
ous plank in the Republican platform, 
because it provides for an impracticable 
and costly proposition that in all likely- 
hood, if attempted, will never get be- 
yond the experimental stage.” 

Printers Few in State Prison, 

Hertenstein says that statistics snow 
that the printing trade has a smaller 
representation in the Missouri peniten- 
tiary than any other. The average 
term of apprenticeship in the composi- 
tor’s art is feur years, he says, and he 
asks McKinley to compare this period 
with the average term of imprisonment, 
to determine whether the State could 
train the printers it would need. 

In reply to McKinley’s statement that 
the move is a blow at the Book Trust, 
Hertenstein says that the introduction 
of free school books is desirable, and 
advocates a system by which the State 
would print its own text books, pay- 
ing for the labor. 

Now Printed by Free Labor. 

“The books are now printed outside 
the State,”’ Hertenstein says, ‘‘but the 
printing is done by free labor. There 
are printing offices in the State equipped 
te do the work, and because we have 
seen fit in the past to ignore our own in- 
dustries is no reason for a continuance 
of this practice. 

Hertenstein quotes McKinley’s state- 
ment, in an interview, that the chief 
idea of the plan is to give the prisoners 
something to do when the law against 
the sale of convict-made goods goes into 
effect. 

“Is it your idea, then,” he asks, “‘that 
the law passed by the last Legislature, 
which makes provision for the use of 
convicts. on the roads instead of the 
present leasing system, is to be amend- 
ed in part so as to again employ them 
at a vocation where they will compete 
with free labor?’’ 

To show that voters in rural districts 
may not generally approve the book 
plan, Hertenstein quotes from a letter 
from U. W: Lamkin, Superintendent of 
Schools of Clinton, Mo. Lamkin writes: 

“We do not want prison-made books 
put into the hands of the children of the 
State. The books which are to teach 
American children the great lessons of 
patriotism should be made by free men, 
who are paid just wages.”’

TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 21.— ‘Mr. Wil- 


son is the Buchanan of the present 
industrial situation in the United 
States,” said Col. Roosevelt in his To- 
peka speech tonight. 

He charged that Gov. Wilson had 


“directly inverted the truth,” and 


said that his knowledge of the Roose- 
velt administration was gained “from 
the seclusion of the class room at the 
time when he was still taking the 
positon of an ultra conservative, and 
was being carefully groomed for the 
presidency by Mr. George B. Harvey 
and other representatives of the Wall 
street interests.” 

Col. Roosevelt’s speech was devoted 
largely to a reply to Gov. Wilson's 
recent address. He came to Topeka 
after a day’s campaigning in Kansas. 
He spent the afternoon in Ottawa 
and stopped a few minutes in Law- 
rence, the home of Gov. Stubbs. At 
each place he was met by large 
crowds which gave him a welcome in 
Kansas style. 

“Mr. Wilson,” sald Roosevelt, “says 
that our proposed commission would not 
tell how other men should be admitted 
into the field of competition with the 
trusts, 

Absolute Misstatement, 

“This is an absolute misstatement. Mr. 
Wilson would do well hereafter not to 
attempt to state our proposition without 
taking the trouble to find out what it is 
Our platform says explieitly- that our 
commission must attack unfair competi- 
tion, false capitalization and _ special 
privilege and by continued trained 





watchfulness guard and keep open equal- 
iy to all, the highways of American 
commerce. This is the language of the 
platform. 

“If Mr. Wilson had taken the. trouble 
tv read it before attacking It, he would 
have saved me the necessity of showing 
that he has directly inverted the truth 
about it. If he did not know of it, then 
he had no business to speak on the sub- 
ject at all. He continues by saying that 
our proposal to say to the trust that 
they are ‘beneficent’ and ‘big,’ but not 
‘cruel.’ This is such a preposterous 
misstatement that I suppose Mr. Wilson 
must have had a theory that he was be- 
ing\funny when he made it. 

“If Mr. Wilson wishes to be funny, 
I cordially advise him to let his homor 
find some other outlet than that of 
deliberate misrepresentation. 

“At Columbus, yesterday, Mr. Wil- 
son made another speech and again I 
am sorry to say in his inability to 
answer what we Progressives have 
said he takes refuge in what I, of 
course, assume to be unintentional 
misstatement. He says that ‘leaders 
of the Progressive party have aban- 
doned any serious attempt to meet 
the main issues of the campaign.’

It is not unlikely, Republican politi- 
clans say, that Hadley would be the 
compromise candidate for President if 
conditions so shaped themselves as to 
give the Progressives and the Taft men 
control of the Electoral College.

Ambassador Ignores Red Tape 
and Makes Peremptory De- 
mand on a Governor. 











By Associated Press. 
MEXICO CITY, Sept. 21.—Ignoring the 


usual channels of diplomatic intercourse, 


the American Ambassador, Henry Lane 
Wilson, has made a peremptory demand 
on Gov. Matias Guerra of the State of 
Tamaulipas. for the immediate release 
from the jail at Tampico of W. C. Nich- 
ols, an American fruit grower, Nichols 
was arrested six months ago on a 
charge of having kilied a bandit, Cabal- 
los, whose arrest the authorities had 
desired for many months. 

The embassy was authorized by the 
administration at Washington to em- 
ploy whatever means were necessary to 
bring about an amelioration of Nichols’ 
condition. Ambassador Wilson declares 
he will obtain his release even if it 
should be necessary to land marines 
from the United States cruiser Des 
Moines, which is In port at Tampico 
with 280 marines aboard. 

Calls Treatment Persecuttfon. 

The American Ambassador regards the 
treatment ef Nichols by the Mexican 
authorities as persecution, and has so 
stated in his message to the Governor 
In support of this belief he points to the 
fact that a Mexican has confessed in 
court to being the slayer of Caballos 
This confession was disregarded by th 
court, which declared it was prompted 
by belief on the part of the witness that 
a reward had been offered for Caballos, 
dead or alive. The Mexican was not 
arrested and the process against Nichols 
was continued on an appeal from the 
sentence of eight years’ imprisonment 
imposed upon Nichols by the Tampico 
court. The appeal is being heard be- 
fore the ceurt at Ciudad Victoria, the 
State capital.

The jail in which Nichols is con-' 
| fined is filthy and overcrowded. Am- 
bagsador Wilson has been trea 
the matter for several moths ‘diplo- 
matically but has met with delays 
and accomplished little. In his note 
to the Governor, the Ambassador re- 
minded him that his message was not 
official, but that it was to be con- 
sidered none the less authoritative. 
He demanded that Nichols be placed 
“in surroundings ‘more sanitary and 
in keeping with the usage of civilized 
countries” pending the proceedings 
against him, which Ambassador Wil- 
SON suggested be hastened: 
Bandit Nichols’ Prisoner. 

The killing of Callabos occurred 
near Tampico. Nichols had been vest- 
ed with authority to arrest Caballos. 
He was taking him to Tampico on 4 
train when in the confusion at the 
crowded station, the prisoner escaped. 
Nichols and others pursued him. 
Nichols admits firing one shot, but 
the evidence shows that he fired in

It developed that Morgan was arrest- 
ed in Chicago by Patrolman McFarland 
a morth after the Canadian bank rob- 
bery and after being held several days 
was given his liberty.

before the rostrum in Moody Church he 
took the solemn vows of ordination of 
the Inland Missionary Society. He soon 
will start upon the work he has mapped 
out for his lifetime—administering to 
the physical and spiritual welfare of 
the heathen in the little known Province 
of Kansu, China—the darkest and mean- | 
est section of the Orient. 

The young man is a son of the late, 
William Borden and of Mrs. Mary Bor- | 
den. The Borden estate is one of the! 
big holders of improved downtown prop- |, 
erty. The family mansion is pointed out, 
from the “rubberneck automobiles’’ that 
tour the Lake Shore drive. It stands 
opposite the Harold McCormick resi- 
dence, at Bellevue place. 

William Whiting Borden’s share in this 
estate is estimated at more than $5,000,- 
000. He shares alike with his brother 
John, who is secretary of the Walden 
W. Shaw Taxicab Co. John recently 
married Miss Ellen Waller, a daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. James’ Breckenridge 
Waller, who is much seen in society. He 
inherited the Lake Shore drive mansion 
in his apportionment of the estate, and, 
incidentally, has three other costly resi- 
dences—ene in Massachusetts, one in 
California and one at Lake Geneva. 

Brother Bought Up a Theater. 

John has different tastes from his 
brother, although he never has been 
guilty of rash acts such as mark many 
gilded sons. Three years ago he bought 
up a whole theater, the seats of which 
had been sold in advance. 

Then he took Williams and Walker 
and their company on a few hours’ no- 
tice to the Lake Shore drive residence, 
had an army of carpenters erect a 
stage, and put on the whole performance 
for a select company of guests. 

It will take William Borden more than 
two years to prepare himself. He in- 
tends to study Arabic and Chinese. He 
will take a course in medicine and sur- 
gery. He will devote four years to study 
and then remain at his post eight years, 
after which he will be allowed a year 
furlough—if he asks for it. 

And anyone who has seen the recent 
photographs of the great Chinese star- 
vation or read of the suffering there 
may imagine what he will undergo in 
these years in the interior of China, ina 
place inaccessible except by six weeks’ 
travel on foot. 

William Borden's choice was not 
made without thought. His mother was 
devout. For years she taught a class 
of boys at the Fourth Presbyterian 
Sabbath School. The young man, after 
finishing Yale, in 1909, gave $20,000 to 
found a students’ mission, which he con- 
ducted himself. Later he spent three 
years at Princeton Theological Semi- 
nary and was graduated last spring. 

His Sister a Missionary. 

His sister Mary chose to devote 
her life to mission work in India. In 
1908 she was married to George 
Turner of Glasgow, Scotland. After 
the wedding in Mrs. Borden’s chalet 
at Villars sur Ollen, Switzerland, she 
went with her husband to Lahure, 
India, where he was secretary of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association. 

Sitting in his richly furnished pri- 
vate office in the Borland Building 
yesterday, William Borden said: 

‘IT made up my mind to become a 
missionary during a trip around the 
world, made in 1904 and 1905, just 
after I was graduated from my pre- 
paratory school. Before that I had 
not thought much of foreign mission- 
aries. But while I was in the Orient 
I stayed at the homes of several mis- 
sionaries, and I changed my mind. 

‘In 1906 at a convention of the 
Student Volunteer movement, I de- 
cided my field would be the convert- 
ing of the Mohammedan Chinese. 
There are about 10,000,000 of these in 
China. At present there is no mis- 
sionary working directly for them. 
They have been let almost entirely 
alone—for one reason because they 
are so far inland. 

“But my preparation will take some 
time. In December I will go to the 
school of Dr. 8. M. Zwemer in Cairo, 
Egypt. There I intend to study 
Arabic. I -+will take a course in 
medicine in London before I go to 
China. The people in the province 
of Kansu are way behind in the prac- 
tice of medicine and they suffer from 
diseases that are easily curable. I 
do not want to take the time to get 
a medical degree, but I shall take a 
short course. 

To Study Language for a Year. | 

“When I get to China I will spend 
one full year in studying the lan- 
guage. The course in the schoo] reat 
missionaries there is two years. After 
that I shall go inland. The journey 
to Kansu takes about six weeks. I 
will be there eight years before I get 
a furlough year.” 

Borden said he had not decided 
just how he would spend his money 
when he got to China. 

“I intend to make it my life work.”’ 
he said. “So if I see any chance to 
make good investments for Chris- 
tianity with my money I won't fail to 
make them. I shall spend my money 
in that work just as a business man 
would spend his money in his chosen 
field. I haven't any plans in that re- 
spect yet, however.” 

The young missionary’s college life 
was somewhat different from that of 
the usual millionaire’s son. He could 
have had anything he wanted. He 
spent much of his spare time at col- 
lege, however, in Y. M. C. A. work. 
While a senior at Yale he established 
the Hope mission in New Haven. He 
bought the property and started the 
working of the mission. It is s@ill 
helping the “down and outs” who| 
come to that city.

BRITISH AVIATOR 
KHL ED IN SECOND 
FALL IN A WEEK 


Companion in Tuesday Accident 
Girl Who Wrote Sensations 
as They Dropped.

BELFAST, Sept. 21.—H. J. D. Ast- 
ley, considered one of the most skill- 
ful of English aviators, was Killed 


this afternoon by the fall of his 


aeroplane. Astley and James Valen- 


tine, each driving a machine, were 
making exhibition flights before 30,- 
000 spectators. 

Astley was descending while the 
people cheered. He attempted to 
bank too shortly when making a 
turn and was caught by a fluky wind. 
His monoplane fell 100 feet. Women 
screamed and fainted. Astley was 
flung against one of the wings and 
his skull was fractured. He died 
soon after being taken to a hospital. 

Astley while flying from France to 
England with Miss Trehawke Davis, 
as a@ passenger, had a marvelous es- 
cape near Lille last Tuesday. On that 
occasion the machine fell 150 feet 
and Miss Davis entered in her diary 
her sensations as they dropped. 

Astley, like Hubert Latham, suffered 
from a lung disease. He resigned his 
commission as an army officer after 
marrving a Gayety actress, May Kinder. 
He was a son of Lady Florence Astley, 
now Lady Drummond Willoughby, who 
is the daughter of Marquis Conyngham 
Astley. 

Astley; who was but 25 years of age, 
had made several noteworthy flights.

She declared 
that her husband was employed as a 
private detective by an attorney repre- 
senting ene of the Cole heirs, with whom 
Amedee Cole is at odds over the $300,- 
000 estate left by his father. 

“On the Saturday night a few hours 
after the trouble between Mr. Cole 
and Burt,” said Mrs. Haney, “my hus- 
band came home m high spirits. 
Someone called him on the telephone. 
After he had listened a few moments, 
he burst out laughing and sald: 

“"*VYea, bo, it worked as clean as a 
whistle.’ He laughed some more, and 
said: ‘I deserve a quarter for that 
little job.’

“T] did not understand what he was 
referring to then.
